LIBERTAS  AMERICANA  MEDAL 


1001  (1782)  Libertas  Americana  Medal.  Struck  in  Bronze.  Mint  State  60. 

47.5mm.  Glossy  brown  surfaces  emit  a  pretty  rose,  ice  blue  and  pale  gold  iri¬ 
descent  glimmer.  Surfaces  possess  scattered  light  contact  marks  and  a  single 
small  obverse  rim  bruise  at  9  o’clock,  but  no  unsightly  rubbing  or  handling. 
It  is  far  superior  to  most  examples  that  appear  for  sale. 

This  classic  medal  is  said  to  have  been  commissioned  by  Benjamin  Franklin, 
commemorating  the  surrender  of  British  armies  at  Saratoga  and  Yorktown.  It 
was  executed  by  renowned  French  medallist  Augustin  Dupre,  and  struck  at 
the  Paris  Mint  as  a  tribute  to  America’s  independence.  The  obverse  depicts  a 
flowing  hair  Miss  Liberty  and  a  Phrygian  cap  on  a  pole,  the  latter  a  French 
symbol  of  freedom.  Interestingly,  the  Liberty  head  and  cap  motif  were  later 
incorporated  into  the  design  for  America’s  first  half  cent  in  a  revised  version. 
An  impressively  engraved  reverse  depicts  Minerva  (representing  France),  pro¬ 
tecting  the  infant  Hercules  (representing  America)  from  a  lion  (representing 
England).  The  infant  is  shown  fending  off  two  snakes  in  his  cradle  (Saratoga 
ana  Yorktown). 

This  classic  medal  is  one  of  the  earliest  commemorative  artifacts  celebrating 

the  American  victories  which  concluded  the  Revolutionary  War .

Smooth, 
glossy  surfaces  are  toned  a  deep  brownish  violet,  with  considerable 
lighter  lavender  iridescence  at  the  rims  and  around  the  devices. 
While  not  up  to  “Red  and  Brown”  status,  it  does  retain  consider¬ 
able  color,  presenting  stunning  visual  appeal.  Typical  of  Die  Pair  2, 
Lincoln’s  features  are  somewhat  softly  defined,  most  notable  at  his 
coat  lapel  directly  below  the  date,  as  a  result  of  severe  die  wear.  The 
L  in  LIBERTY  is  also  a  bit  weaker  than  seen  on  most  other  dates, 
also  characteristic  of  this  emission.  The  date  is  razor-sharp,  with 
nary  a  hint  of  the  mint  mark  visible.  Reverse  lettering  and  devices 
are  all  meticulously  struck,  criteria  lacking  on  the  two  other  “22 
Plain”  varieties,  Die  Pairs  #1  and  #3. 

Variety  2  is  far  and  away  the  most  desirable  of  the  three,  because  of 
its  comparative  sharpness  of  detail.  Most  serious  collectors  will  not 
settle  for  an  example  produced  from  the  two  inferior  die  combina¬ 
tions.  The  origin  of  this  offbeat  error  is  a  direct  result  of  the 
Philadelphia  Mint  Engraving  Department’s  devoted  efforts  to  pro¬ 
ducing  die  production  for  the  Peace  dollar,  thereby  causing  the 
Denver  Mint  to  incur  a  shortage  of  dies  for  the  cent.  Only  Denver 
struck  cents  in  1922,  and  unanticipated  demand  required  the 
reworking  of  already  heavily  worn  dies  to  fill  an  urgent  order.  The 
obverse  die  used  to  strike  this  cent  was  reground  to  eliminate  clash 
marks.  There  are  several  known  degrees  of  regrinding  and  eventu¬ 
ally  the  mint  mark  was  completely  gone,  along  with  much  of  Lin¬ 
coln’s  coat  lapel. 

In  our  last  auction  sale,  October  1-2,  2001,  we  had  the  privilege  of 
offering  the  finest  certified  Red  and  Brown  example  of  this  classic 
Lincoln  cent  rarity.  With  the  exception  of  partial  mint  red  retained 
on  the  other  example,  both  are  fully  equal  in  quality.  The  appear¬ 
ance  of  any  Gem  Mint  State  example  is  rare  occasion,  indeed.  Only 
a  few  certified  examples  exist.  Bidding  competition  was  heated  for 
the  last  one  offered  and  it  sold  for  a  record  price  of  $83,375, 
including  the  1 5%  buyer’s  charge.  Now  we  are  delighted  to  offer 
the  finest  certified  brown  example.  We  don’t  expect  this  specimen 
to  sell  at  the  same  level,  but  because  of  its  combination  of  beauty, 
rarity  and  desirability,  we  do  anticipated  heating  bidding  competi¬ 
tion.

PCGS  certification.  Four  others  grade  a  point  higher  and  a  trio  grades  a  point 
lower,  and  there  you  have  the  entire  census  of  “Red”  Mint  State  coins  as  seen 
by  PCGS.

The  supervisory  personnel  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  were  aware  of 
the  die  doubling  error  before  the  coins  were  sent  out.

20,000.  An  alert  press  operator  noticed  the  doubling  and  notified 
management  of  the  mistake.  However,  because  they  were  mixed 
with  many  thousands  of  other  normal  cents  as  they  were  being 
struck,  they  could  not  be  gathered  for  melting.  Rather  than  melt 
down  an  entire  night’s  Lincoln  cent  production,  the  decision  was 
made  to  send  them  out.  Most  went  to  the  Boston  area,  where  they 
circulated  freely,  and  it  was  some  time  before  sharp-eyed  collectors 
noticed  there  existence.  When  they  were  discovered,  few  had 
escaped  circulation,  accounting  for  their  rarity  today  in  the  superla¬ 
tive  condition  of  the  coin  we  offer.

Silver  gray  mint  lus¬ 
ter  is  further  enhanced  with  somewhat  mottled  toning  in  shades  of 
rose,  blue-violet,  olive  and  antique  gold.  On  both  sides,  the  color  is 
heavier  and  quite  vibrant  at  the  right  side.  It  is  an  amazing  exam¬ 
ple!  Obvious  special  care  was  taken  during  the  striking  process  and 
since,  it  has  been  carefully  coveted  and  preserved. 

The  provenance  of  this  coin  is  incomparable.  It  traces  its  pedigree 
to  the  renowned  Garrett  Collection,  held  in  curatorship  by  Johns 
Hopkins  University  for  much  of  the  twentieth  century.  The  Gar¬ 
retts  purchased  it  from  the  legendary  Chapman  Brothers  in  March 
1883.  Sold  by  Bowers  and  Merena  as  part  of  their  Garrett  Collec¬ 
tion,  Part  2  sale  in  March  1980  when  the  university  divested  itself 
of  nearly  all  of  the  Garrett  numismatic  holdings,  it  realized  a  then 
princely  sum  of  $60,000.  In  its  write-up,  the  cataloguer  presented 
the  headline  “Possible  Proof  1828  Quarter,”  and  offered  a  sound 
argument  at  some  length  favoring  its  potential  recognition  as  a 
Proof.  They  thought  it  very  well  might  be  and  we  think  it  very  well 
might  be,  as  well.  While  certified  by  NGC  has  a  business  strike, 
Proof  criteria  is  evident  at  every  possible  point  of  examination. 

Proof  quarters  were  indeed  struck  in  1828,  including  several  struck 
using  the  Browning-4  die  variation.  It  is  not  reported  in  what  for¬ 
mat  the  Chapmans  sold  this  example  as.  Very  likely  it  was  pur¬ 
chased  as  a  Proof,  but  we  have  no  way  of  confirming  that  propos¬ 
al.  It  just  looks  like  a  coin  the  Chapmans  would  have  wanted  to  sell 
as  a  Proof,  and  rightfully  so,  for  it  was  a  perfect  companion  piece 
to  other  Proofs  held  in  the  Garrett  collection,  including  a  breath¬ 
taking  Proof  original  1827  quarter.

1175  1795  Flowing  Hair.  Bolender-3.  About  Uncirculated  55.  Reiver 

Rarity-5.  Head  of  1794,  the  so-called  “Portrait  1.”  Two  leaves 
below  the  eagle’s  wings.  Obverse  fields  before  Miss  Liberty s  neck 
and  behind  her  head  show  very  light  tooling  where  initials  have 
been  buffed  out.  With  the  exception  of  those  areas,  full  mint  luster 
is  intact,  complemented  a  touch  of  gorgeous  light  gray  and  pale 
golden  iridescent  color.  A  few  tiny  contact  marks  appear  on  Liber¬ 
ty’s  portrait,  and  a  few  more  are  well  concealed  upon  the  eagle’s 
feathers.The  Head  of  1794  derives  its  appellation  from  Liberty’s 
thick  lower  two  hair  curls,  similar  to  those  on  the  1794  silver  dol¬ 
lar. 

The  strike  is  meticulous,  highlighted  by  Liberty  standing  out  in 
absolute  full  relief.  Every  detail  is  razor-sharp.  Nearly  all  stars  on 
the  left  show  full  points,  while  those  on  the  right  are  mostly  flat  at 
the  centers.  With  those  exceptions,  dentils  and  all  obverse  periph¬ 
eral  features  boast  full  detail  all  around.  A  tiny  planchet  flaw 
between  the  first  and  second  star  identifies  this  example.  Reverse 
features  are  equally  well  defined,  exhibiting  solidly  impressed  den¬ 
tils.  The  legend  is  deeply  impressed,  with  the  sole  exception  of  the 
first  T  in  STATES,  which  is  a  bit  weak  at  the  left  pendant.  Every 
fold  in  the  leaves  of  the  wreath  are  well  defined,  as  are  the  finer  fea¬ 
tures  of  the  eagle.  Even  the  breast  feathers,  which  are  nearly  always 
found  flat,  show  nearly  complete  separation  and  definition. 

Adjustment  marks  are  found  on  the  reverse  only  and  happily  are 
very  lightly  scattered  and  unobtrusive,  confined  mostly  to  the  den¬ 
tils  and  the  surface  immediately  within,  at  the  right,  though  a  traces 
of  such  also  are  present  at  the  7  o’clock  and  1 1  o’clock  positions. 
We  mention  them  for  the  sake  of  accuracy,  though  in  actuality,  they 
are  nearly  impossible  to  see  without  magnification,  as  are  a  few 
more  which  horizontally  cross  the  eagle’s  left  leg  and  tail.  Without 
question,  this  coin  flaunts  superb  visual  appeal,  which  few  Flowing 
Hair  dollars  existing  today  can  match. 

Bolender-3  (BB-1 1)  is  characterized  on  the  obverse  by  a  distinctive 
head  design,  labeled  as  the  Head  of  1794.  Miss  Liberty’s  hair  flows 
in  six  distinct  curls,  the  lowest  one  touching  the  upper  points  of  the 
first  star.  The  fifteenth  star  nearly  touches  the  point  of  Liberty’s 
truncated  bust.  An  easily  recognizable  wreath  reverse  contains  16 
berries,  eight  on  each  side.  No  other  reverse  carries  this  distinction. 
This  example  stands  as  the  unequivocal  finest  known  Bolender-3  in 
the  Condition  Census  established  by  Q.  David  Bowers  in  his  silver 
dollar  encyclopedia.

The  obverse  shows  moderate  contact  marks  and  a  few  light  adjustment 
marks,  while  the  reverse  exhibits  no  noteworthy  marks. 

Bolender-10  (BB-22)  is  characterized  by  18  berries  on  the  wreath,  nine  on 
each  branch.  Interestingly,  at  one  time  this  die  variety  was  thought  by  Bolen- 
der  to  have  19  berries,  with  ten  on  the  left  stem  “near  last  single  leaf,”  but  to 
date  no  examples  have  been  confirmed  with  a  clearly  defined  tenth  berry. 

The  offered  coin  is  among  the  rarer  die  varieties  of  the  Flowing  Hair  type.  An 
estimated  25  to  50  specimens  exist  in  all  grades.  A  single  Mint  State  example 
is  reported,  after  which  the  condition  census  drops  to  the  level  of  this  coin.

Reiver  Rarity-8.  Uniform  light  silver-gray  coloration  graces  both 
sides  of  this  great  die  variety  rarity.  Engraved  features  retain  excel¬ 
lent  detail,  showing  only  modest  wear  on  the  high  points  of  the 
design.  Liberty’s  hair  approaches  70%  definition,  and  well  over  half 
of  tne  eagle’s  wing  feathers  are  evident.  Some  light  pin  scratches 
appear  in  the  obverse  fields,  the  most  apparent  being  positioned 
before  Liberty’s  chin,  though  a  few  show  behind  her  head.  Some 
very  light  adjustment  marks  are  present  at  the  reverse  rim,  upper 
left  and  right. 

Bolender-20  (BB-16)  was  previously  considered  to  be  a  duo.  One 
grades  Fine-15  and  the  other  is  holed.  Here  we  present  a  third  and 
notably  superior  specimen  detail  wise,  but  subject  to  “net”  grading 
because  of  the  obverse  pin  scratches.  A  die  marriage  paired  Obverse 
4  and  Reverse  D,  the  former  characterized  by  a  fifteenth  star  posi¬ 
tioned  close  to  the  point  of  Liberty’s  truncated  bust,  while  the 
reverse  can  be  identified  by  a  die  scratch  extending  downward  at  a 
slight  angle  to  the  right  from  a  dentil  just  left  of  the  first  A  in 
AMERICA.  On  this  example,  the  die  line  is  not  bold,  but  clearly 
apparent  with  magnification. 

As  previously  alluded  to,  this  die  variety  thought  to  be  semi-unique 
until  the  present  example  came  to  light.  The  first  example  was 
noticed  by  Walter  Breen,  following  its  misattribution  in  a  February 
1972  Lester  Merkin  auction:  Lot  299.  It  currently  resides  in  a 
prominent  private  collection,  as  does  the  holed  specimen.  Here  and 
now  may  be  the  only  occasion  to  secure  a  1795  B-20  for  many, 
many  years.

IN  ALL  REFERENCES.  Detail  of  Very  Fine,  but  a  number  of  thin 
pin  scratches  criss-cross  the  obverse  surface.  They  are  old  and  toned 
over,  but  there  nevertheless,  and  visible  with  minimal  magnifica¬ 
tion.  The  coin  has  attractive,  uniform  medium  gray  toning,  with  a 
couple  of  small  darker  splashes  on  the  reverse  at  the  eagles  head  and 
lower  left  wreath.  Also,  there  is  a  small  dig  at  the  eagle’s  tail.  While 
we  mention  these  blemishes  for  the  sake  of  identification,  quite 
frankly,  the  coin  appears  quite  attractive. 

This  discovery  die  variety  first  appeared  in  Spink  America’s  June 
1997  sale,  Lot  186,  where  it  was  apparently  obtained  many  years 
earlier  from  old  time  St.  Louis  coin  dealer  Burdette  Johnson  and 
last  appeared  in  Bowers  and  Merena’s  Rarities  Sale  1999,  Lot  235. 
Spink’s  catalogue  description  aptly  identified  this  coin  as  a  “new 
and  unrecorded  obverse  die  for  a  1795  dollar.”  It  is  known  now  and 
future  references  on  early  dollar  die  varieties  will  list  this  very  coin, 
which  as  of  right  now  is  still  unique. 

Bowers-Borckardt-28  is  identifiable  by  its  obverse.  The  reverse  is 
shared  with  another  long  standing  and  nearly  as  rare  die  variety,  B- 
16  (BB-23).  Quoting  the  Bowers  and  Merena  description,  obverse 
diagnostics  are:  “Obverse  12.  Flowing  hair  in  six  curls,  the  top  curl 
turning  up  its  end.  The  lowest  curl  forms  a  nearly  closed  circle,  sim¬ 
ilar  to  only  Obverse  4  among  the  Portrait  1  obverse  dies.  Star  1  is 
vertically  below  this  curl  and  distant,  unlike  Obverse  4,  which  has 
star  1  joined  to  the  lowest  curls.  Stars  1  and  2  have  two  points  each 
approximately  equidistant  from  this  curl.  The  four  middle  curls  are 
approximately  equal  in  length,  their  tips  nearly  in  vertical  align¬ 
ment.  Second  curl  from  the  bottom  points  to  the  center  of  star  3. 
I  he  date  has  the  digit  5  leaning  sharply  left.  LIBERTY  is  widely 
spaced  with  LI  close,  IB  wider,  BER  close,  and  RTY  slightly  wider.” 
The  reverse  can  be  identified  by  examining  I  in  AMERICA,  above 
which  the  point  of  the  third  outside  leaf  of  the  wreath  is  centered. 
Bolender- 16  (BB-23)  is  also  a  great  rarity,  with  only  two  reported 
examples.  Struck  using  perfect  dies. 

Collecting  early  dollars  by  die  variety  is  an  extremely  popular  topic, 
with  a  legion  of  followers.  And  it  has  been  for  more  than  a  centu¬ 
ry!  The  apperance  of  unlisted  or  newly  discovered  die  combinations 
is  a  rare  occurrence,  indeed.  In  the  annals  of  numismatics  there  are 
many  rarites,  but  few  items  are  classified  as  unique.  The  presence  of 
this  coin,  with  its  huge  historical  and  numismatic  appeal  is  certain 
a  landmark  offering.  It  resided  privately  and  undisturbed  for  over  a 
half  century,  and  once  sold,  may  again  be  impounded  for  decades, 
if  not  permanently.  Quite  literally,  this  opportunity  may  never 
again  present  itself..

Rarity-5.  Detail  merits  solid  Fine  1 5,  or  better  classification,  but  this  coin  has 
been  polished,  resulting  in  our  “Net  grade  assignment.  White  surfaces  are 
beginning  to  show  a  whisper  of  golden  iridescence.  There  are  moderate  hair¬ 
lines  and  light  contact  marks.  A  few  trivial  adjustment  marks  appear  at  the 
left  obverse  rim. 


Bolender-12  (BB-26)  is  one  of  the  more  desirable  die  varieties  within  the 
Flowing  Hair  dollar  series.  An  estimated  100  to  150  examples  are  believed 
extant..

About  Uncirculated  58.  Reiver  Rarity-4.  Perfectly  centered.  Sur¬ 
faces  are  nearly  flawless.  Beautiful  iridescent  toning  blends  ice  blue, 
rose,  violet  and  champagne  gold.  Visual  appeal  is  stunning.  No 
actual  wear  is  evident,  merely  light  rubbing  on  the  high  points  ol 
the  design  and  very  minor  hairlines,  well  concealed  beneath  the 
toning.  A  bit  of  trivial  weakness  at  Miss  Liberty’s  lorelocks  and  the 
eagle’s  breast  and  left  leg  are  “as  struck.” 

Bolender-1  (BB-66)  used  an  obverse  die  with  a  close  96  and  a 
reverse  left  over  from  1795  (B-14),  identifiable  quickly  because  of 
a  distinctive  berry  under  A  of  STATES.  It  is  believed  to  have  been 
one  of  the  first  die  combinations  implemented  for  the  year.  Today, 
it  is  without  doubt  a  great  rarity  in  this  nearly  Mint  State  grade  and 
possibly  unique,  as  such.  Bowers’  Condition  Census  reports  none 
higher  than  About  Uncirculated-50,  and  this  example  is  most 
assuredly  not  a  stretch  at  the  “58”  classification.  Time  and  further 
research  may  well  divulge  this  coin  as  the  finest  known  of  the  vari¬ 
ety  by  a  substantial  margin.

Surfaces  are  especially 
smooth  and  attractive,  with  soft  silvery  luster  and  a  touch  of  greenish  gold 
toning  at  the  peripheries.  It  was  carefully  cleaned  at  one  time,  but  now  is  ton¬ 
ing  back  nicely.  Free  of  adjustment  marks.  This  coin  is  nearly  Mint  State, 
showing  only  light  rubbing  at  the  highest  points  of  the  design.

Rarity-8.  Holed  and  plugged  at  3  o’clock  on  the  obverse.  Light  gray 
toning,  though  cleaned  at  one  time.  The  fields  show  a  moderate 
number  of  shallow  contact  marks,  light  hairlines  and  a  few  pin 
scratches  which  are  toned  over  and  truly  insignificant,  considering 
the  extreme  rarity  of  this  die  variety.  All  engraved  features  are 
sharply  defined,  albeit  moderately  worn,  conducive  to  our  Fine- 15 
classification.  It  has  substantial  visual  appeal  in  addition  to  its  sta¬ 
tus  as  perhaps  the  most  important  Bolender  die  variety  rarity. 

Bolender-6  (BB-64)  has  a  reported  population  of  just  two,  and 
considering  how  apparent  the  reverse  die  diagnostics  are,  it  is  high¬ 
ly  unlikely  that  other  examples  would  go  unnoticed  if  they  entered 
professional  numismatic  channels.  The  severely  broken  reverse  die 
stands  out  like  a  sore  thump.  Although  Bowers  encyclopedia  refer¬ 
ences  two  different  known  examples,  he  reports  the  whereabouts  of 
just  one.  And  to  our  knowledge,  it  belongs  to  foremost  authority 
on  the  subject,  Jules  Reiver.  The  all  important  reverse  of  that  coin 
was  used  to  illustrate  the  die  variety  for  the  both  Bowers’  monu¬ 
mental  reference  on  silver  dollars,  and  also  Reiver’s  specialized  ref¬ 
erence  on  early  dollars.  The  one  we  offer  may  well  be  the  “lost’ 
example  referred  to  by  Bowers.

1798  13  Arrows.  “Misoriented  Star  Reverse.”  Bolender-8. 
PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Reiver  Rarity-2.  Here  is  one  of  the 
most  amazing,  breathtaking  Draped  Bust  dollars  in  existence.  It 
retains  lull  unadulterated  white  mint  luster,  a  phenomenon  almost 
unheard  on  early  dollars,  broken  only  by  tiny  gray  toning  sprinkles 
on  both  sides.  Miss  Liberty’s  features  are  meticulously  struck.  The 
left  field  possesses  many  fine  die  breaks,  streaming  like  a  lightning 
bolt  through  and  around  her  hair  ribbon.  Microscopic  traces  of  die 
rust  dot  the  field,  along  with  vestiges  of  die  clashing.  The  fourth  to 
seventh  stars  are  notably  weakly  struck,  particularly  numbers  five 
and  seven.  All  others  are  fully  struck,  boasting  full  separation  of  the 
points.  Dentils  are  sharp  all  around.  Contact  marks  are  few  and  so 
tiny  that  is  takes  5x  magnification  to  notice  them.  The  reverse  qual¬ 
ity  of  strike  is  nearly  equal  to  the  obverse,  lacking  full  detail  only  at 
the  central  feathers  of  the  eagle’s  left  wing,  with  just  a  bit  of  soft¬ 
ness  at  the  breast  feathers  and  banner  as  it  crosses  the  eagle’s  neck. 
Also,  N  and  E  of  UNITED  are  typically  quite  weak,  while  all  other 
lettering  is  bold.  The  Reverse  U  die  stands  out  as  one  of  the  most 
distinctive  of  those  bearing  the  date  1798  and  for  many  years  has 
carried  the  designation  “Misoriented  Star”  reverse. 

Bolender-8  (BB-125)  is  excessively  rare,  if  not  unique,  in  this  mind 
boggling  state  of  preservation.  Until  this  coin  came  to  light,  it  was 
believed  that  no  Mint  State  examples  existed.  As  previously  allud¬ 
ed  to,  this  coin  was  struck  using  seriously  broken  and  buckled  dies, 
particularly  on  the  reverse,  where  many  large  breaks  extend  inward 
from  the  rim  and  through  the  lettering.  Although  weak,  the  fifth 
star  does  show  clearly.  Some  examples  exist  with  no  trace  of  said 
star.  The  so-called  “Misoriented  Star  Reverse”  is  distinguishable  not 
only  by  the  rightmost  star  pointing  diagonally  to  the  left  (correctly 
positioned  stars  point  directly  downward),  but  also,  the  olive  sprig 
clutched  by  the  eagle  has  only  four  berries,  unique  to  this  die  vari¬ 
ety. 

Collectors  of  Bust  dollars  by  die  variety,  as  well  as,  serious  type  coin 
specialists,  take  notice  of  this  coin.  You  will  never  see  an  example 
remotely  close  to  it  in  terms  of  impossible  rarity,  totally  unimprov¬ 
able  quality  and  outragous  visual  appeal.  Surely,  it  will  elicit  spirit¬ 
ed  bidding  and  perhaps  are  record  price  for  a  PCGS  graded  Mint 
State  64  Draped  Bust,  Heraldic  Eagle  dollar  when  the  auctioneer’s 
hammer  drops.  And  it  will  be  worth  every  penny.

1 186  1798  Heraldic  Eagle.  Knob  9.  Bolender-5.  About  Uncirculated  50.  Reiv¬ 

er  Rarity-6.  Sunset  toned  surfaces  possess  a  light  “orange  peel”  texture,  most 
apparent  on  the  obverse.  Contact  marks  are  minimal.  The  strike  is  somewhat 
soft  at  Liberty’s  drapery  and  higher  hair  stands,  as  well  as,  the  finer  features 
of  the  eagle’s  head  and  breast.  A  few  adjustment  marks  crises-cross  the  upper 
reverse  field,  mingling  with  the  stars.  They  are  well  concealed  and  not  at  all 
unsightly. 


Bolender-5  (BB-93)  can  be  immediately  identified  by  its  split  reverse  die, 
broken  vertically  rim  to  rim  from  1  o’clock  to  6  o’clock.  The  die  combina¬ 
tion  is  quite  rare  in  all  grades,  with  perhaps  50  examples  surviving.  Here  we 
offer  one  of  the  finest  known.  No  Mint  State  specimens  are  reported  and  only 
a  few  grade  About  Uncirculated. 


1 187  1798  Heraldic  Eagle.  Pointed  Tail  9.  Bolender-18.  Very  Good-8.  Reiver 

Rarity-6.  Toned  dark  gray  around  the  lettering  and  devices,  with  lighter  gray¬ 
ish  rose  toning  in  the  fields.  The  obverse  has  quite  a  large  old  scratch  extend¬ 
ing  from  the  first  star  to  Liberty’s  well  worn  ear.  Otherwise,  the  obverse  has 
no  unusual  or  unsightly  marks.  Heavy  adjustment  marks  cross  the  center  of 
the  reverse  both  vertically  and  horizontally,  more  or  less,  along  with  addi¬ 
tional  thin  scratches,  mostly  on  the  clouds,  which  appear  to  be  man-made. 
However,  the  appearance  of  this  example  should  not  be  overlooked,  in  spite 
of  its  shortcomings,  for  only  around  ten  examples  of  the  die  variety  exist  in 
all  grades  and  it  may  be  years  before  another  specimen  is  obtainable  in  any 
condition. 


Bolender-18  (BB-103)  uses  a  “Wide  Date”  obverse  die.  There  is  a  prominent 
die  flaw  directly  above  79.  The  reverse  can  be  recognized  by  perfectly  arched 
stars  7  to  11,  with  the  upper  six  stars  also  nearly  in  perfectly  arched  align¬ 
ment.  Together,  the  obverse  die  flaw  and  the  arched  stars  on  the  reverse  iden¬ 
tify  B-18.

Sharply  struck.  Every  detail  on  this  coin  exhibits  incredible  detail, 
save  UM  in  UNUM,  which  is  a  bit  softly  defined,  characteristic  of 
the  die  variety.  Even  the  eagle’s  breast  feathers  above  the  shield  show 
50%  definition,  or  more.  It  is  a  rare  occurrence  indeed  to  find  a 
Draped  Bust  dollar  with  such  a  meticulous  strike.  The  toning  on 
this  breathtaking  dollar  is  equally  as  impressive.  Both  sides  exhibit 
uniform  rose  iridescence  at  the  center  over  glittering  mint  luster, 
with  deeper  ice  blue,  electric  blue  and  violet  color  surround  the 
rims.  Obviously  carefully  handled  since  struck,  the  surfaces  possess 
mere  a  few  tiny  contact  marks  which  are  well  concealed  beneath  the 
toning  and  are  free  of  adjustment  marks. 

Bolender-6  (BB-162)  can  be  immediately  identified  by  examining 
the  placement  of  A  in  STATES,  whose  right  base  touches  the  cloud 
below.  No  other  1799  dollars  carry  this  distinction.  This  coin  is 
from  an  intermediate  die  state,  evidenced  by  a  delicate  obverse  die 
break  connecting  stars  10  to  13,  with  the  reverse  showing  two  or 
three  breaks  through  OF  AMER  to  the  olive  branch.  Reverse  die 
breaks  on  the  left  have  yet  to  develop. 

In  all  likelihood,  this  example  is  the  finest  known  B-6  and  one  of 
only  around  a  half  dozen  reported  Mint  State  examples.  It  is  far 
superior  to  the  Chalkley  Collection  example  sold  by  us  in  1990, 
sited  by  Bowers  as  the  finest  seen  by  them.  Here  is  a  once  in  a  life¬ 
time  opportunity  for  acquire  the  absolute  finest.

er  Rarity-5.  Both  sides  exhibit  mottled  light  gray  toning,  with  dark¬ 
er  charcoal  coloration  on  the  obverse  around  the  stars,  lettering  and 
devices.  Typical  of  the  die  variety,  Miss  Liberty’s  hair  and  drapery 
lack  full  definition.  Also  typical,  the  reverse  is  mostly  well  struck, 
save  the  eagle’s  breast  feathers  above  the  shield,  which  are  weak  as  a 
result  of  the  severely  broken  die,  and  curiously,  the  cloud  at  the 
right  is  almost  flat,  as  are  the  lower  stars  directly  to  the  left. 

Bolender-22  (BB-168)  is  a  well  known  die  variety,  easily  recogniz¬ 
able  because  of  the  massive  horizontal  die  break  slightly  above  cen¬ 
ter,  extending  from  rim  to  rim.  On  the  obverse,  there  are  addition¬ 
al  breaks  at  the  date  and  still  another  connecting  stars  11,12  and 
13  at  the  lower  points.  Its  significance  as  a  R-5  variety'  is  augment¬ 
ed  by  the  almost  total  absence  of  examples  grading  above  Extreme¬ 
ly  Fine.  This  impressive  PCGS  graded  AU50  example  ranks  among 
the  very  finest  known,  if  not  the  finest.

“Net”  About  Uncirculated  50.  “Double  Struck  Reverse”  Bright  and  lus¬ 
trous.  Surfaces  are  pleasing  overall,  with  the  only  blemish  worthy  of  note 
being  a  small  obverse  dig  to  the  left  of  the  date,  directly  below  Miss  Liberty  s 
lowest  hair  curls.  This  well  known  coin  exhibits  doubling  of  four  leaves,  three 
berries  and  their  connecting  stem  positioned  within  the  two  clouds  at  the 
right,  above  the  eagle.  The  coin  was  rotated  approximately  90  degrees 
between  strikings.  There  is  some  suggestion  that  the  entire  reverse  was  dou¬ 
ble  struck  and  only  telltale  remnants  in  the  clouds  remain  as  evidence. 


This  coin  first  appeared  in  the  DeCoppet  Collection,  sold  by  James  Kelly  in 
1955  and  provenanced  to  Colonel  E.H.R.  Green.  Later  it  appeared  in  a  1970 
Hollinbeck-Kagin  sale,  where  the  double  striking  was  described.  Its  next  auc¬ 
tion  appearance  was  in  Bowers  and  Merena’s  Greenwald  and  Jackson  Collec¬ 
tions  sale  in  1995.  It  is  a  remarkable  coin,  with  special  significance  to  both 
error  collector  and  serious  students  of  early  dollar  die  varieties,  and  is  cer¬ 
tainly  a  “must  see”  Bust  dollar,  for  it  is  unlikely  that  another  example  will  be 
available  for  viewing  and  bidding  anytime  soon.

I  'M  1799  Bolender-12.  PCI  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  Green  Holder. 

Lustrous  and  attractive,  with  remarkably  smooth,  blemish  free  surfaces  and 
no  adjustment  marks.  While  not  a  particularly  rare  die  variety,  this  coin  has 
remarkable  visual  appeal. 


Bolender-12  (BB-160)  is  characterized  by  close  stars  11  to  13,  and  in  most 
cases,  distinct  obverse  die  cracks.  Bowers-Borckardt  reports  this  as  a  “no 
berries"  reverse,  but  the  offered  coin  shows  one  faintly  on  the  inside  of  the 
olive  sprig,  between  the  lower  pairs  of  leaves.  There  is  no  doubt  this  is  the 
same  Reverse  I  as  illustrated  in  their  reference,  not  a  discovery  piece.  We 
would  all  jump  for  joy  if  it  was!  The  defective  U.  lettering  placement  and 
other  diagnostics  conform  to  that  of  BB-160. 


1192  1799/8  Bolender-3.  BB-141.  15  Stars.  NGC  graded  Extremely  Fine  40. 

Reiver  Rarity-3.  Well  struck.  Gray-violet  toning  in  the  fields  highlights 
lighter  silver-gray  features  which  stand  out  in  relief.  Pleasing  surfaces  are  free 
of  adjustment  marks.  The  overdate  is  very  sharp  on  this  example.  Here  is  a 
wonderful  type  coin.

centered,  with  fully  defined  dentils  all  around  on  both  sides.  Obverse  devices 
are  superbly  struck,  including  all  obverse  stars  and  every  feature  of  Miss  Lib¬ 
erty  s  hair  and  drapery.  All  reverse  features  are  nearly  as  well  defined.  Much 
mint  luster  remains,  sparkling  beneath  mottled  shades  of  blue  and  violet, 
blending  with  a  hint  of  champagne  gold.  Eye  appeal  is  stunning.  Surfaces  are 
close  to  perfection.  Additionally,  it  is  free  of  adjustment  marks. 


This  coin  may  well  be  the  finest  known  example  of  Bolender-16.  Bowers’ 
encyclopedia  on  silver  dollars  reports  the  finest  seen  example  to  be  one  sold 
by  Heritage  at  their  1988  ANA  Convention  auction,  and  that  coin  was  used 
to  illustrate  his  reference.  The  offered  example  is  not  the  same  coin.  On  ours, 
the  11th,  12th  and  13th  stars  exhibit  full  detail,  as  do  nearly  all  reverse  stars, 
and  Miss  Liberty’s  hair  appears  more  sharply  defined.  All  criteria  considered, 
the  “63”  assignment  by  PCGS  is  really  quite  conservative. 

As  a  die  variety,  B-16  is  one  of  the  more  abundant  bearing  this  date.  Utiliz¬ 
ing  Obverse  5,  it  is  characterized  by  an  obverse  “Die  Dot”  below  BE,  just  left 
of  Liberty’s  highest  hair  curl  and  a  die  flaw  between  RT.  Considerable  rough¬ 
ness  inside  the  rim  above  ES  quickly  identifies  “Reverse  D,”  which  is  shared 
also  with  B-20.  On  the  obverse,  there  is  a  large  thin  die  break  arching  down¬ 
ward  from  the  top  of  the  10th  star  across  Liberty's  bust,  through  the  second 
0  to  the  rim.  In  spite  of  B-16’s  status  as  one  of  the  more  common  varieties, 
like  all  other  Bust  dollars  of  this  date,  in  Mint  State  it  is  extremely  rare.  Per¬ 
haps  three  or  four  are  known  at  all  levels.  As  previously  stated,  this  example 
is  a  likely  prospect  for  the  finest  known. 


Strictly  Mint  State  Draped  Bust  dollars  have  a  unique  appeal  to  collectors. 
The  birth  of  American  coin  collecting  was  still  a  generation  away  and  the  sur¬ 
vival  of  this  high  denomination  silver  coin  was  purely  a  matter  of  happen¬ 
stance.  At  the  dawn  of  the  19th  century  a  silver  dollar  had  substantial  buy¬ 
ing  power  and  few  escaped  circulation..  We  expect  bidding  competition  to  be 
aggressive  for  this  magnificent,  once  in  a  lifetime  quality  early  dollar.  Exam¬ 
ine  it  and  you’ll  understand  why

Better  struck  than  most.  Deep  blue-violet  toning  is  uniform  on  both  sides, 
with  patches  of  mint  luster  peaking  through.  Contact  marks  are  minimal  and 
well  concealed.  It  is  an  ideal  example  for  type  or  die  variety. 


Bolender-15  (BB-195)  is  not  one  of  the  easier  obverses  to  identify.  Recog¬ 
nizing  placement  of  the  stars  and  date  are  critical.  However,  the  reverse  die 
stands  out  as  the  only  one  bearing  just  ten  arrows  and  three  arrowheads  with¬ 
out  “sticks.”  Two  of  those,  rising  higher  above  the  larger  group  of  arrow¬ 
heads,  are  very  easy  to  spot.  This  example  is  solidly  at  Condition  Census  level 
and  is  worthy  of  a  premium  bid,  as  such.

Bowers’  encyclopedia  reports  only 
a  single  high  end  Extremely  Fine,  with  all  other  examples  grading  VF30,  or 
lower.

Rarity-5.  Much  mint  luster  remains,  blending  with  pretty  light  gray  irides¬ 
cent  toning.  Most  engraved  features  are  well  defined,  particularly  the  reverse, 
though  some  typical  strike  weakness  is  evident  at  the  hair  along  Liberty’s  tem¬ 
ple  and  the  drapery  at  her  shoulder.  However,  obverse  strike  quality  is 
notably  superior  to  the  illustrations  in  both  Reiver’s  and  Bowers’  references 
on  Draped  Bust  dollars. 

Bolender-9  (BB-235)  can  be  identified  on  the  obverse  by  a  die  chip  in  the 
field  below  the  E.  This  obverse  is  unique  to  this  die  variety,  and  boasts  a  sharp 
1  positioned  underneath  the  repunched  2.  It  appears  that  almost  no  effort 
was  taken  to  conceal  it.  A  spur  extending  from  the  curve  of  D  easily  diag¬ 
noses  the  Reverse  B  die. 

Fewer  than  100  examples  are  estimated  to  exist  in  all  grades.  The  offered  coin 
is  unquestionably  Condition  Census  caliber  and  in  all  probability  among  the 
top  two  or  three  known. 


Bolender-5  (BB-242)  boasts  a  very  well  made  obverse  die,  making  attribution 
using  this  side  difficult.  However,  a  minutely  repunched  left  base  of  2  marks 
Obverse  7.  Repunching  is  clear  on  this  coin.  The  reverse  can  be  quickly  iden¬ 
tified  by  a  die  flaw  at  the  right  of  D  in  UNITED,  even  on  worn  examples.

Combined,  PCGS  and  NGC  report  around  a  100  examples,  of 
which  some  may  be  resubmissions.  PCGS  has  assigned  the  “63 
designation  to  fewer  than  20  coins,  with  ten  grading  higher,  and 
they  have  yet  to  apply  a  grade  above  Mint  State  65  to  submitted 
examples  of  this  date.  Here  we  proudly  present  a  truly  outstanding 
example  which  is  sure  to  create  excitement  among  those  who 
appreciate  important  rarities.

Today,  all  Mint  State  examples 
are  coveted,  and  are  especially  desirable  when  they  approach  Gem  quality,  for 
few  exist  finer.  .

Offered  here  is  one  of  the  mystery  issues  within  the  Morgan  dollar 
series,  which  in  spite  of  a  comparatively  large  mintage  remains  a 
major  rarity  in  Mint  State.  Pioneer  silver  dollar  dealer  Dean  Taven- 
ner  once  observed,  “There  has  never  been  documented  an  original 
roll  for  1884-S  Morgan  silver  dollars.”  They  did  circulate.  Sliders 
abound  and  average  circulated  example  are  just  plain  common. 
Proof  that  they  weren’t  all  stored  away  and  melted  at  a  later  date. 


The  major  graded  services  have  seen  but  a  few  of  this  issue  come 
through  their  doors.  PCGS  has  graded  a  scant  19  at  this  level,  very 
few  at  lower  Mint  State  levels  and  around  a  dozen  higher.  Of  that 
higher  number,  incredibly  one  each  grades  “65,”  “66,”  “67”  and

To 
date,  the  major  grading  services  have  designated  less  that  half  that 
amount  Mint  State,  with  the  populations  from  MS60  to  MS63 
numbering  no  more  than  300  to  600  each.  At  the  “64”  level,  the 
number  certified  drops  to  under  200,  PCGS  and  NGC  combined, 
and  that  is  where  the  availability  of  this  issue  stops.  PCGS  has  grad¬ 
ed  just  two  higher  by  one  point,  NGC  none. 

The  attraction  of  this  example  lies  not  only  in  the  practically  unob¬ 
tainable  rarity  of  a  higher  graded  piece,  but  in  the  staggering  price 
spread  between  the  two  grades.  At  the  “64”  level,  a  high  four- figure 
sum  will  probably  buy  this  coin  and  it  will  be  well  worth  it,  while 
a  specimen  grading  a  single  point  higher  is  worth  a  figure  approach¬ 
ing  $200,000.

Before  Morgan  dollars  had  the  large  collector  following  that  they 
now  have,  this  Carson  City  Mint  issue  was  recognized  among  the 
most  elusive  by  the  small  band  of  devotees.  Mintage  was  just 
350,000,  and  while  mintage  is  not  always  a  direct  indicator  of  rar¬ 
ity,  in  this  case,  the  association  was  known  to  hold  true  generations 
ago.  Only  an  estimated  600  to  700  Mint  State  examples  survive, 
about  half  of  those  deemed  worthy  of  prooflike  or  deep  mirror 
prooflike  classification.  Of  course,  that  quantity  thins  considerably 
at  the  higher  grade  levels. 

Great  collections  of  Mint  State  Morgan  dollars  are  known  for  the 
rarities  they  keep.  This  marvelous  example,  with  its  flashy  reflective 
fields  and  cameo  devices  is  an  absolute  delight  to  behold.  Its  sur¬ 
faces  have  only  modest  abrasions,  and  as  such,  it  is  difficult  to 
image  one  with  greater  eye  appeal.  No  doubt,  when  sold  heated

The  year  1858  marked  the  beginning  of  many  commercial  ventures  begun 
during  the  tenure  of  James  Ross  Snowden  as  Mint  Director.  In  this  year  he 
initiated  the  sale  of  Proof  coinage  to  the  public,  expanded  the  sale  of  Mint 
Medals  to  collectors  and  among  other  enterprising  endeavors,  sold  sets  of 
Patterns  upon  request.  A  favorite  among  pre-Civil  War  numismatists  was  a 
twelve-piece  Pattern  cent  set,  comprising  mulings  of  Flying  Eagle  and  Indi¬ 
an  Head  obverses  with  the  various  reverses  then  being  engraved  and  consid¬ 
ered  for  circulation.

When  Proof  coinage  was  first  sold  to  the  public  in  1 858,  coin  collectors  took 
an  immediate  fancy  to  Pattern  small  cents  then  being  made,  following  the 
overwhelming  success  of  the  Flying  Eagle  design  in  commerce.  To  accom¬ 
modate  demand,  Mint  Director  James  Ross  Snowden  authorized  sales  of  Pat¬ 
tern  cents  in  twelve-piece  sets.  Flying  Eagle  and  Indian  Head  obverses  were 
muled  with  a  number  of  different  potential  wreath  reverse  designs.  The  com¬ 
plete  set  comprising  11  Patterns  and  a  regular  1858  Flying  Eagle  cent  pre¬ 
sumably  struck  as  a  Proof.  Pollock  lists  this  die  pair  was  part  ol  the  set,  but 
gives  it  a  much  higher  rarity  rating  than  most  others,  which  generally  fall  in 
the  R-5  and  R-6  categories .

Judd-257  is  well  known  for  its  imaginative  rendition  of  Liberty  Seated, 
attributed  to  Mint  Engraver  Anthony  Paquet.  She  supports  a  fasces  with  her 
right  hand  and  a  shield  with  her  left.  A  symbolic  eagle  watches  over  her.  Thir¬ 
teen  stars  arch  around  her,  but  there  are  no  inscriptions.  On  the  reverse,  a 
wreath  of  oak  and  laurel  full  surrounds  the  periphery,  date  and  denomination 
within,  as  well  as,  the  inscription  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA. 
Obverse  nor  reverse  was  ever  implemented  into  regular  production.

64.  Red.  1  OF  2  KNOWN.  Surfaces  are  virtual  perfection.  One 
side  possesses  full  mint  luster,  while  the  other  has  a  touch  of  violet 
toning.  The  field  on  Side  A  is  much  brighter  and  somewhat  reflec¬ 
tive,  with  sharp  detail  and  a  wire  edge,  indicative  that  a  fresh  die 
was  used.  The  die  was  also  slightly  misaligned,  showing  a  narrowed 
raised  edge  from  9  o’clock  to  12  o’clock.  Side  B  appears  to  have 
been  struck  from  a  worn  die  displaying  a  frosty  textured  surface  and 
is  rotated  about  100  degrees,  making  this  coin  unique  as  such. 

The  October  1,  2001  issue  of  COIN  WORLD  announced  the  dis¬ 
covery  of  this  Canadian  cent  error,  along  with  another  double¬ 
reverse  cent  and  a  small  group  of  25-cent  errors  struck  using  mis¬ 
matched  dies.  All  were  previously  unreported.  Illustrated  in  the 
article  is  this  very  coin.  Both  double-reverse  cents  were  struck 
using  the  same  pair  of  dies.  Each  measures  19mm  and  weighs  2.8 
grams,  which  conforms  to  the  standards  of  those  struck  only  in 
1980  and  1981.  Earlier  dates  were  struck  using  heavier  planchets 
and  later  dates  were  struck  on  lighter  planchets.  In  the  introducto¬ 
ry  paragraph  we  alluded  to  the  100  degree  die  rotation  and  slight 
obverse  misalignment  of  the  offered  example.  The  other  cent  was 
struck  using  the  properly  aligned  “medal  turn”  format,  standard  on 
Canadian  coinage.  Offered  here  is  a  coin  which  will  forever  be 
identifiable  by  its  unique  characteristics

Even 
into  the  1850s  and  60s,  with  the  sole  exception  of  the  1861  which 
survives  in  quantity  as  a  hoard  coin,  at  the  most  only  a  few  of  each 
exist  in  the  “64”  grade  and  across  the  board,  certified  Mint  State  65 
coins  are  nearly  non-existent.  Such  is  the  rarity  of  No  Motto  Lib¬ 
erty  head  half  eagles  in  the  ultimate  classifications. 

Breen  reports  that  the  steel  from  which  the  die  were  made  in  1847 
was  of  very  poor  quality  and  die  breakage  was  commonplace.  In 
most  years  no  more  than  three  or  four  different  die  combinations 
were  required  for  the  entire  year,  but  due  to  breakage  at  least  14  dif¬ 
ferent  combinations  were  required  to  strike  the  quantity  of  coins 
allocated  for  mintage  by  the  Philadelphia  Mint. 

NGC  has  graded  just  two  examples  of  this  date  as  “64,”  and  none 
higher.  PCGS  has  also  grade  two  as  Mint  State  64,  and  two  more 
at  the  “66”  level.

The  High  Relief,  Roman  numeral  date  double  eagle  is  considered 
to  be  America’s  most  beautiful,  and  arguably,  the  world’s  most 
beautiful  coin.  Designed  by  world  renowned  sculptor  Augustus 
Saint-Gaudens,  the  motif  of  Liberty  was  taken  from  his  figure  of 
Victory,  a  part  of  the  Sherman  Monument  in  New  York’s  Central 
Park.  A  flying  eagle  reverse  features  a  rising  sun  below  and  inscrip¬ 
tions  above.  It  has  been  written  that  the  eagle  design  was  inspired 
by  Saint-Gaudens’  admiration  for  the  Flying  Eagle  cent,  designed 
by  James  Longacre,  which  circulated  briefly  in  the  late  1850s. 
Saint-Gaudens  put  every  ounce  of  his  creative  genius  into  this  coin 
and  was  passionate  about  its  beauty  and  acceptance.  Sadly,  he  died 
before  the  first  coin  was  struck. 

The  difficulty  in  striking  the  high  relief  format  double  eagle  is  well 
documented,  and  after  minting  just  11,250  coins,  the  dies  were 
modified  to  a  lower  relief,  which  was  practical  for  large  scale  mass 
production  and  the  date  was  changed  from  Roman  to  Arabic 
numerals.  After  nearly  a  century,  Saint-Gaudens’  obverse  design  is 
still  held  in  the  highest  regard,  attested  to  by  the  implementation 
of  the  motif  on  the  gold  series  of  American  Eagles,  which  com¬ 
menced  in  1986  and  For  the  first  few  years  bore  a  Roman  numeral 
date. 

The  MCMVII  High  Relief  double  eagle  will  no  doubt  endure  far 
into  the  future  as  the  epitome  of  coinage  design  and  remain  the 
most  popular  and  desirable  of  all  American  coins.  Very  few  exist  in 
this  superlative  state  of  preservation.

On  fateful  September  6,  1662  gale- 
force  winds  grounded  and  destroyed  her  and  four  other  vessels  off 
the  coast  of  the  Florida  Keys.

The  fabulous  wealth  of  this  wreckage  sat 
undisturbed  until  its  discovery  by  Mel  Fishers  team  on  lulv  20,

Bidders  in 
the  Sale  acknowledge  that  the  law  provides  for  substantial  penal¬ 
ties  in  the  form  of  treble  damages  and  attorneys'  fees  and  costs 
for  those  who  violate  these  provisions. 

10.  All  material  shall  be  sold  in  separate  lots  to  the  highest  Bidder  as 
determined  by  the  Auctioneer.  If  any  dispute  arises,  Auctioneer 
shall  have  the  right  to  rescind  the  acceptance  of  the  bid  and  place 
the  lot(s)  for  Sale  again.
